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Interference of British intelligence in US election campaign got first heard of after former 
MI6 officer Christopher Steele’s shocking report on BuzzFeed . In this report ex-British 
spy asserted that Moscow has enormous influence on President-elect Donald Trump. 
Regardless of the fact there is not much credibility in the published information, it 
became the basis of the information campaign against Trump, which was started by the 
liberal media and supporters of former candidate for the post of US president Hillary 
Clinton. 

Later BuzzFeed also published an interview by another British intelligence officer who 
refused to give his name for security reasons. The MI6 officer unraveled the goals of the 
surveillance operation against Trump.
